MR. DUNDAS AND THE COLONIST. 

Jn another column will bo found a letter 
trom tho Rbt. ft. J. Dundas, in which our 
article of Tuesday last on ouusalion is treated 
to a lengthened criticism. Tho reverend 
gentleman nt the outlet charges us with ns- 
•umption that are not tenable, and nilh 
something rery like ignoralio slencht in our 
deductions. He says, or at least implies, we 
wero not juitified in introducing the recent 
i iota in Belfast as proofs of tbe mieelsievous 
effaota ol lectarion education, on the ground 
that the London Timet bad said that the 
men engaged in the riots were devoid of any 
definite religious principle ; but whether the 
7i'mf» wai right or uot he argues that the 
fact of party lights existing in Ireland docs 
uol justily eliminating from the schools of 
Kngland, Scotland, and other plnees all relig- 
ious tonohing and Hihle instruction. Now 
this seems rery like the style of argument with 
whieh Mr. Uuudas charges us. We never 
intended ner did we imply any such deduc- 
tion. Wu pointed out tho mischievous 
efleets of sectarian teaching in tho North of 
Ireland, where diverse and antagonistic 
creeds exist to so great an extent. Our argu- 
ment of oourso could only apply to countries 
or communities where these warring elements 
flourished. We hear of no religious riots in 
Tipperary, uot because tbe people of that 
portion of Ireland are any less pugnaciously 
inclined than thoso of tho north, hut bocauie 
there ia no one to fight with them, the in- 
habitants being nearly all of one religion. 
In Vsucouver Island we havo great diversity 
in religion, and although the pooplo have 
better sense than to break each other's 
heads because they cannot agree in their 
manner of worship, yet there are the lame 
sooseiemious scruples, or it may be preju- 
dices, at work horo as in other places. 

It would be well no doubt if wo eoold 
raise the public mind to an exalted stand- 
point froui which religion eonld be viewed 
in ita more expausiva character ; but we 
must take human nature as it is, with al! its 
unreasonable demands and its bigoted fol- 
lies. We find that in our population we 
hare three strongly antithetical religions 
elements, that are jealous of their peculiar 
creeds and exceedingly sensitive on every 
question that pertains to their formularies. 
Eaeh party baa its own book ol Inspiration, 
and will not accept Ihe other s. Wo nre 
about to inaugurate a system ol public in- 
struction which shall embrace the whole 
three — the Jew, the Protestant, and the 
Catholic— and we are called upon by tbe 
olergy of one of ihe douominatinns to have 
it* paiticular book introduced into the pub- 
lic schools. Looking at the matter on the 
broad principles of justice, is this fair * 
Why shall not tho dew and why shall not 
the Catholic have their BiUles rend also I 
Thoy are elearly as much entitled to the 
privilege as the Protestant. Their scruples 
are surely as muoh deserving of considera- 
tion. Well, since we cannot turn our 
schools into Hi bio classes, nor yet into 
breeding grounds lor religious diasensions, 
we apply the only corrective that conies 
within our reach, — we exclude the bible al- 
together. But, says Mr. Dundas, Why is 
ray child's Bible to be kept from him f " "1 
don't ask that the bible should be forced on 
A or B or C, I only claim that it should not 
be rofused to D." Now this in just whore the 
clerical petiiio printipii coitus in. We do 
not wish the biblo to be kept from anyone: 
thsre his been no such attempt. Wo might 
on the same ground charge the clergy with 
depriving their congregations of a knuwledge 
of mathematics, because Euclid is not ad- 
mitted into the pulpit. Why do the olergy 
not insist that prayer shall be introduced ; for 
lhay oould with as much reason a»k why 
their children should bo deprived ol this re- 
ligious exorcise. There is, however, no da 
privation ; there are the mornings and the 
evenings of every day in the week in which 
the child can peruse the Biblu at home, and 
there is the whole of the first day or the 
weak, devoted exclusively to biblical inatruc 
lion. Thsre is no fear, therefore, if the 
clergyman do their duty, that the religions 
training ol ohildren will be in the slightest 
degree noglected by the exclusion of Ihe Bible 
Irom tho public schools. We have n it in 
this matter got to do with l>'s assertion, that 
he is unwilling lo force the book on A or B 
or C; but with tho fnelings with which A or 
B or C regards D's privilege of having 
his partioular bonk read. The agita- 
tion of tho public — tho sensitiveness which 
is exhibited nu this very question— is a 
sufficient justification lor the policy ol 
excluding the Book ; and the docision 
ol the large and reepectablo [yUilio meat- 
wu which was held some months ago is 
abundant evidence of the desire which pre- 
vails amongst men of nearly nil classes of the 
community that our school system should 
have a foundation undisiurbed by oven the 
pouaibility of religious bickerings. 

We do not in this argument touch on the 
debatable ground whether the curBory read- 
ing of the Biblo is of any earthly use at 
publio schools ; but merely attempt to show 
that tbe agitation railed by the clergy is 
based upon purely imaginary grounds. 
" Yon won't bring them one bit nsurcr t tie 
Bible's spirit," nays Mr. Dundas, " by depriv 
I&g them of tho letter, and requiring that Ihey 
cast the Book usido altogether." This is a 
fair specimon ul tho arguments of those 
who wish lo seethe Bible introduced; but 
the argument, as we have alieady shown, ia 
altogether inapplicable. If it had been said 
that tho Bible must not be read anywhere 
because there is the possibility of dissen- 
sions being ertaled in tho common nohools, 
Mr. Dundas' line of reasoning would bo per 
tinetil ; but there has boon no such Deistioal 
expression. Tbe opponents of tho intro- 
duction of the .Scriptures hnvo tho true in- 
terests of religion as much at heart as the 
warmest advocates of thu Biblo, and ir Ihey 
doem it inexpedient to have this Book in 
trounced into Ibc public schools, it is becauso 
oipeiiense has tanght lliem that while reli- 
gion is iu no way benefitted by such intro 
duction, the peace and good feeling ol com- 
munities are seriously jeopardized.
